GENERAL  REVIEW. 

DURING  the  year  the  work  of  the  Society  has  been  main¬ 
tained,  and  even  extended,  by  your  Council,  despite  the 
many  difficulties  which  have  had  to  be  faced.  The  attendance 
returns,  which  are  double  those  of  last  year,  show  that  the 
popularity  of  the  Museum  and  Grounds  has  been  increased  by 
a  reduced  admission  fee,  keeping  open  on  Satui day  evenings, 
and  more  popular  types  of  lectures,  clearly  indicating  that  the 
Society  owes  a  duty  to  the  public,  and  should  endeavour  at 
all  times  to  extend  its  influence. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  your  Council  to  support  the 
Lord  Mayor  and  the  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  City  of 
York  in  their  War  Weapons  Week  and  “Holidays  at  Home” 
fortnight,  when  the  Grounds  were  thrown  open  to  the  public. 
It  is  known  that  this  gesture  of  goodwill  was  much  appreciated, 
and  the  public  treated  the  Collections  and  Grounds  with 
meticulous  care.  Some  of  the  Honorary  Curators  gave  much 
appreciated  talks. 

Since  the  last  report  Dr.  Collinge  retired  from  the  Keeper- 
ship  of  the  Museum  with  the  good  wishes  of  the  Council  and 
Members  for  many  years  of  happiness  during  his  retirement. 

His  successor,  Mr.  R.  Wagstaffe,  took  up  his  duties  on 
1st  April  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Honorary  Curators, 
much  good  work  has  been  done. 

* 

The  Museum. — The  year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress 
in  an  effort  to  re-organize  the  exhibited  and  stored  material 
in  the  Museum.  This  fact  is  more  than  fully  confirmed  in  the 
Departmental  Reports  which  not  only  bear  eloquent  testimony 
to  the  work  achieved,  but  also  to  the  enthusiasm  and  support 


of  the  Honorary  Curators,  to  whom  the  Council  is  grateful  for 
their  sustained  co-operation  throughout  the  year.  Particular 
thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Kitson  Clark,  who  was  appointed  during 
the  year  Honorary  Curator  of  Roman  Antiquities,  for  her 
valuable  Report  on  the  condition  and  future  possibilities  of 
the  collections  in  the  Hospitium  and  Ethnological  Gallery,  and 
also  to  Mr.  J.  F.  E.  Gelson  Walker  for  his  gift  of  5,000  coins 
as  detailed  by  him  and  Mr.  Geoffrey  Thompson  in  their  Report. 
With  the  co-operation  of  Mr. ‘Sydney  Smith,  Honorary  Curator 
of  Zoology,  significant  changes  in  display  have  been  made  in 
the  Vertebrate  Room,  the  forerunners,  it  is  hoped,  of  others 
similarly  designed  to  appeal  to  the  adolescent  mind.  Thus 
through  effective  simplicity  in  scientific  arrangement  the 
Council  desires  to  encourage  the  educational  bodies  of  the  City 
and  neighbourhood  to  use  the  resources  of  the  Museum  more 
fully.  As,  however,  the  maintenance  of  Study  Collections  for 
the  scientific  worker  is  still  an  essential  part  of  the  Society’s 
task  it  is  necessary  to  record  that  as  the  re-adjustment  of  the 
over-crowded  galleries  is  effected,  further  material  will  become 
available  for  his  use.  In  view  of  this,  the  question  of  suitable 
storage  accommodation  has  been  considered  with  satisfactory 
results. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  remove  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  irreplaceable  material  to  regions  of  greater 
safety.  The  ready  response  of  those  willing  to  provide  storage 
room,  and  also  the  unselfish  co-operation  of  the  Honorary 
Curators  and  members  of  the  Museum  staff  made  possible  the 
speedy  realization  of  the  Council’s  wishes.  The  Council  desires, 
therefore,  to  extend  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  participated  in 
this  matter.  Special  thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Kitson  Clark 
whose  department  was  chiefly  affected,  for  her  careful  checking 
and  cataloguing,  and  also  to  the  Misses  Brunskill,  Hey,  Trendall 
and  Wright  who  assisted  her.  For  similar  work  in  the  Geologi¬ 
cal  Department,  special  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  S.  Melmore, 
Honorary  Curator  of  Geology,  and  to  Mr.  Arthur  Colley  for 
his  assistance  in  packing.  Finally,  in  this  connection,  the 
Council  wishes  to  accord  its  grateful  thanks  to  those  who 
generously  provided  the  storage  accommodation  and  who  thus 
made  the  removals  possible. 

Finance. — The  Accounts  of  the  Society  show  that 
although  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  some  items  of  Income, 
this  has  been  more  than  offset  by  other  items  which  show  an 
appreciable  increase,  particularly  the  entrance  charges  to  the 
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Museums  and  Gardens.  Although  economies  were  effected 
wherever  possible  the  Society  had  to  make  additional  provision 
for  fire-watching  involving  an  expenditure  of  £301  6s.  8d. 

i 

The  Excess  of  Income  over  Expenditure  for  the  year  1941, 
was  £237  11s.  8d.  as  against  £91  2s.  4d.  in  1940,  and  after 
deducting  the  debit  balance  brought  forward  from  the  previous 
year  the  x4ccounts  show  that  whereas  there  was  a  debit 
balance  of  £217  5s.  8d.  on  1st  January,  1941,  the  year 
ended  with  a  credit  balance  of  £20  6s. 

Under  present  circumstances  this  is  indeed  very  satis¬ 
factory. 

The  Bank  Balances  of  the  Reed  Bequest,  H.  J.  Wilkinson 
Memorial  Fund  and  the  Million  Shilling  Fund  each  show  an 
increase  on  those  for  the  previous  year,  and  a  slight  reduction 
has  been  made  in  the  overdraft  on  the  St.  Mary’s  Abbey 
Restoration  Fund. 

The  Council  records  with  regret  the  passing  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  members : — -  j 


Mr.  Arthur  Hamilton  Smith,  C.B.,  M.A.,  F.S.A.,  elected 
an  Honorary  Member  in  1924.  Was  Keeper  of  the  Department 
of  Greek  and  Roman  Antiquities  in  the  British  Museum  from 
1909  until  1925,  and  produced  that  Institution’s  first  catalogues 
of  Classical  Sculpture  and  Gems.  He  did  valuable  work  for 
many  Archaeological  Societies,  and  was  for  some  time  Director 
of  the  School  of  Archaeology  in  Rome. 

Mr.  T.  Davies  Pryce,  M.R.C.S.,  F.S.A.,  elected  an 
Honorary  Member  in  1938.  Was  part  author  of  that  well- 
known  work  entitled  “Terra  Sigillata.  He  identified  earliest 
Samian  Ware  in  our  Collections,  thus  bearing  out  Miller’s 
conclusions  that  there  was  evidence  for  a  pre-Agricolan 
foundation  of  York,  and  was  expert  adviser  in  all  Dr.  Mortimer 
Wheeler’s  excavations. 

Mr.  John  Triffitt,  elected  a  member  of  the  Society  in 
1905.  Se'rved  on  the  Council  from  1910  to  1930,  and  as  a 
Vice-President  since  1931. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Collinson,  M.A.,  elected  a  member  in  1930, 
and  served  on  the  Council  since  1932. 
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Field  Naturalists’  Section. — -Owing  to  war  conditions 
only  three  meetings  were  held  during  the  early  months  of  the 
year,  but  later  an  increased  activity  became  apparent  and  a 
series  of  rambles  during  the  summer  was  arranged  and  quite 
well  attended. 

For  the  autumn  session  six  meetings  were  arranged,  three 
of  which  were  on  Sunday  afternoons.  All  proved  very  success¬ 
ful,  and  were  well  attended.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  a  number 
of  new  members  elected  to  the  Section. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Collinge  was  elected  an  Honorary  Member  at 
the  Annual  Meeting,  and  Mr.  Stanley  Allen  kindly  consented 
to  continue  in  office  as  President  for  a  second  year.

DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS. 

Roman  Antiquities. —  Hon.  Curator,  Miss  M.  Kitson  Clark,  M.  A. 

The  Honorary  Curator  began  her  term  of  ofbce  by  prepar¬ 
ing  a  report  on  the  present  condition  and  future  possibilities 
of  the  Collections  in  the  Hospitium  and  also  in  the  Ethnological 
Gallery.  In  this  matter  thanks  are  due  to  the  Council  for 
help  and  encouragement,  and  specially  to  the  Reverend  Angelo 
Raine. 

# 

The  Reverend  T.  Romans  and  Mr.  R.  P.  Wright  have 
re-photographed  the  main  Roman  inscriptions  belonging  to 
the  Society,  with  the  double  object  of  collecting  new  informa¬ 
tion  for  the  new  Corpus  of  British  inscriptions  and  of  securing 
a  record  in  case  the  stones  are  damaged  by  enemy  action. 

The  Ethnological  material,  which  had  to  be  moved  to 
make  way  for  the  storage  collection  of  the  Geological  Depart¬ 
ment  has  been  listed  and  carefully  packed,  and  in  some  cases 
lost  history  of  the  material  has  been  traced.  It  is  an  average 
small  collection,  but  material  of  this  kind  grows  rarer  every 
day. 


There  has  been  a  steady  stream  of  queries  throughout  the 
year,  necessitating  considerable  research.  In  addition,  war 
service  has  brought  to  York  serious  students,  including  Professor 
(Major)  Ward  Perkins,  Professor  of  Archaeology  in  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Malta,  Mr.  Coghlan,  Mr.  Hohler,  and  Mr.  Seltman. 
Mr.  Coghlan ’s  study  of  the  content  of  our  early  bronze  axes, 
and  Mr.  Hohler’s  of  the  place  of  manufacture  of  our  mediaeval 
tiles,  will  be  of  permanent  value  to  the  Museum  when  they  are 
completed.  Our  member,  Mr.  R.  Gilyard-Beer,  with  the 
assistance  of  his  brother,  Mr.  D.  Gilyard-Beer,  has  catalogued 
the  greater  part  of  our  arms  and  armour,  during  leave  from 
military  service.  They  report  that  with  two  or  three  striking 
exceptions,  the  collection  is  not  of  special  interest,  nor  is  it 
in  good  condition. 
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Apart  from  specially  arranged  visits,  and  lectures  during 
the  Holidays-at-Home  period,  there  has  not  been  time  for 
what  might  be  called  educational  work. 

Acquisitions  have  been  few,  but  not  without  interest. 


Numismatics. — 

Hon.  Curators  1  Mr'  Geoflrey  Thompson,  M.A., 

(  Mr.  J.  F.  E.  Gelson  Walker,  M.A. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  a  difficult  year  has  been  a 
most  generous  gift  by  Mr.  J.  F.  E.  Gelson  Walker,  one  of  the 
Honorary  Curators  of  Numismatics,  of  a  mahogany  cabinet 
containing  about  5,000  English  and  Irish  Regal  Copper, 
British  Dominions  and  Colonies  Copper,  and  17th,  18th  and 
19th  Century  Tokens  (Silver  and  Copper),  which  he  has  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Society.  Out  of  these,  some  2,000  have 
already  been  selected  and  added  to  the  Society’s  Collection,

These  coins  come  largely  from  the  collection  of  Mr.  Gelson 
Walker’s  father,  the  late  Mr.  J.  F.  Walker,  who  was  for  many 
years  a  Vice-President  of  the  Society. 


Most  of  the  specimens  are  in  “Very  line’’  condition,  and 
many  are  “Extra  fine,”  several  being  rare.  Some  of  the  18th 
Century  Tokens,  issued  during  the  Napoleonic  Wars,  have  a 
special  interest  from  the  present-day  aptness  of  the  devices 
and  inscriptions. 

The  English  Copper  from  Charles  II,  the  17th,  18th  and 
19th  Century  Tokens  and  the  British  Dominions  and  Colonies 
have  been  catalogued. 
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Astronomy. — Hon.  Curator,  Mr.  N.  Year. 

As  it  was  not  possible  to  take  observations  during  the 
year  owing  to  the  use  of  the  Observatory  for  other  purposes 
the  greater  part  of  the  Astronomical  equipment  was  dismantled 
and  cleaned. 

Several  parts  were  also  repainted  and  others  repaired. 

The  body  of  the  5  inch  telescope  and  the  small  Transit 
instrument  have  been  stored  in  the  Museum  for  the  duration 
of  the  war. 

Geology. — Hon.  Curator,  Mr.  S.  Melmore,  B.Sc. 

While  cleaning  out  a  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Museum 
the  Keeper  discovered  three  large  quarto  volumes  in  the 
handwriting  of  John  Phillips.  They  are  records  of  geological 
and  mineralogical  specimens  added  to  the  Museum  between 
1st  January,  1823  and  13th  January,  1829.  Three  cabinets  of 
minerals  have  also  been  found,  and  are  being  cleaned  and 
examined.  Many  of  the  specimens  bear  numbers  and  labels 
agreeing  with  the  entries  in  the  above-mentioned  books,  and 
it  is  already  clear  that  some  are  of  considerable  historical 
interest.  This  room,  when  put  in  order,  will  be  used  as  a  storage 
place  for  palaeontological  collections  at  present  on  the  ground 
floor,  and  will  also  serve  as  a  work  room  for  the  Curator. 

Preparations  are  in  hand  for  rearrangement  of  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  minerals,  so  as  to  make  it  more  useful  to  the  student 
and,  it  is  hoped,  more  interesting  to  the  ordinary  visitor. 

General  Zoology. — Hon.  Curator,  Mr.  S.  H.  Smith,  J.P.,  F.Z.S. 

A  Scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  complete  re-systemat¬ 
izing  of  all  the  zoological  material  on  modern  lines  for  both 
exhibited  and  stored  specimens,  and  some  of  the  work  already 
done  by  the  Keeper  and  his  assistants  comprise  the  following 
items. 

The  Vertebrate  Room  has  been  re-decorated  and  all  the 
exposed  foreign  mammal  heads  have  been  removed  to  the 
basement  to  await  cleaning  and  re-arrangement.  The  casts  of 
Saurians  above  the  wall  cases  in  the  Vertebrate  Room  have 
been  renovated  by  cleaning  and  re-painting. 

Attention  is  being  given  to  the  needs  of  local  students  of 
Natural  History,  and  to  help  them,  a  case  has  been  prepared 
which  deals  with  the  structural  characters  of  British  Bats. 
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By  means  of  careful  diagrams  the  Keeper  has  shewn  the  general 
“make  up”  of  a  bat,  and  detailed  all  its  principal  features. 
In  an  adjoining  case  the  majority  of  our  British  species  of 
bats  have  been  systematically  reviewed. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  two  more  cases  where  the  structural 
characteristics  of  shrews,  hedgehogs  and  moles  will  be  suitably 
displayed. 

There  have  been  no  additions  to  the  collections  of  particular 
note,  but  preparatory  work  has  been  accomplished  resulting  in 
adding  species  of  local  interest,  and  an  exchange  with  the 
Stockport  Municipal  Museums  of  duplicate  material  has  brought 
us  ornithological  specimens  previously  unrepresented  in  our 
collections.  There  has  been  quite  a  lot  of  interest  shewn  in 
this  department  during  the  year  by  visiting  public  and  particu¬ 
larly  by  members  of  His  Majesty's  Forces,  many  of  whom 
brought  specimens  to  be  identified.  We  have  also  collaborated 
with  other  Museums. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  W.  D.  Hincks,  of  Leeds,  for 
his  valuable  co-operation  in  collecting  and  preparing  insects, 
and  especially  for  his  careful  revision  of  our  collections  of 
British  Coleoptera,  a  work  that  has  taken  much  of  his  time. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Arthur  Smith  for  advice 
and  assistance  in  those  sections  devoted  to  Lepidoptera  and 
Conchology. 

Botany. — Hon.  Curator,  Mr.  Charles  Allen. 

The  British  Plants  contained  in  the  Herbarium  are  in 
good  order,  and  the  H.  J.  Wilkinson  Library  is  still  located 
near  the  herbarium  thus  facilitating  easy  cross-reference 
between  books  and  specimens. 

The  Garden  Committee  has  met  during  the  year  as  occasion 
required,  but  with  the  gardening  staff  depleted  to  50  per  cent, 
of  the  minimum  required  to  obtain  a  standard  of  efficiency, 
efforts  have  had  to  be  curtailed  to  ensure  that,  as  far  as  possible, 
no  deterioration  likely  to  be  permanent  shall  take  place. 
Glass-house  accommodation  has  been  reduced  to  the  minimum 
required  for  the  maintenance  of  sufficient  plants  for  bedding 
out.  As  space  in  the  Glass-house  became  available  Tomato 
plants  were  grown  with  the  result  that  the  Society  was  able 
to  send  some  40  lbs.  of  tomatoes  for  the  use  of  the  patients  in 
the  County  Hospital.
